REPORT, trgoo. 


During the first six months of the year lectures have 
been given in the Empress Rooms, Royal Palace Hotel, 
Kensington. Since October, however, the Society has met 
in the Council Chamber of the Kensington Town Hall. 


During the year two discussion meetings have been held 
in place of the regular Sunday Morning Lecture. On 
Jan. 14th the subject of discussion was: ‘‘Has Democracy 
proved a failure?’ and on January z1st: ‘Should Ethical 
Societies aim to establish a Democratic Church?” 


On June 24th the Congress addresses were delivered at 
the invitation of the Society at the Empress Rooms by the 
following speakers: J. McCabe, J. Oakesmith, G. A. Smith, 
G. Spiller, and Miss Z. Vallance. Dr. Coit presided. The 
subject was: ‘Human and Natural Means to the Ethical 
Life.” 


On the first Sundays in October and November several 
speakers addressed the meeting, the subjects being respec- 
tively: ‘Ethical Lessons of the Parliamentary Election,” 
and “‘The Ethical Movement and National Progress.” 


The New-Year’s Meeting was held at the Council Chamber, 
on Sunday, December 30th, several speakers addressing 
the meeting on ‘‘The Ethical Movement in the Coming 
Century.” 


The Membership for 1900 is 183, all being subscribers, 
according to the new Rule III. 13 new members have joined 
the Society during the year. 


There is no deficit in the balance sheet for 1900. The 
Committee hope that members will subscribe as liberally 
as possible, as the lack of means sadly cramps the work of 
the Society. 


Dr. Coit, owing to absence in America, did not lecture 
during the latter part of the year. But during the first half 
he gave 13 lectures, receiving no salary and giving his 
lectures without a fee. The Committee desires to express 
its deep gratitude to him.

RULES OF THE SOCIETY. 


Adopted Fuly 9th, 1893, and amended Fanuary 28th, 1894, 
and April 6th, 1897. 


NAME AND OBJECT OF THE SOCIETY. 


I-—The name of the Society shall be THE West LONDON 
ETHICAL SOCIETY. 


Il.—The object of the Society is to contribute, both by 
precept and in practice, to spread moral influences on a 
non-dogmatic basis. 


MEMBERS OF THE SOCIETY. 


III.—-The members of the Society shall be all those who 
sympathize with its aims, and who pay a subscription. 


IV.—The Committee shall have power to remove names 
from the register of members, for some definite cause of 
offence, to be stated in the resolution removing them; the 
Committee’s action being subject to an appeal to the Society. 


OFFICERS OF THE SOCIETY. 
V.—The honorary officers of the Society shall be :— 


A President. 
A Treasurer or Treasurers. 
A Secretary or Secretaries. 
An Auditor or Auditors. 
VI.—The President, Auditor, and a Committee of fourteen 
members, shall be elected annually at the Annual Business 
Meeting of the Society. The Hon. Treasurer and the Hon. 


Secretary shall be chosen annually by the Committee from 
its own members.

IX.—Special General Meetings may be called by 
of the Committee or of twenty members of the 
forwarded in writing to the Secretary, who shall sum 
such meeting within twenty-one days of the receipt o' 
request.

X.—No business of which fourteen days’ previous — 
has not been given to the members shall be conside 
any General Meeting.

XVII.—The Committee may allow Sub-Committees to 
dd to their number by coéptation, provided that the names 
f codpted members be approved by the Committee, and 
srovided that the Chairman of the Sub-Committee shall be 
a member of the General Committee. 


XVIII.—If any question arise not provided for by these 
rules, the Committee shall have power to act on behalf of | 
the Society.

_ XIX.—These Rules shall not be altered except by a 
majority of those present and voting at any General
